Every law of the land is found­ 
ed on the constitution of the coun­ 
try. Where there has

any 
doubt, the question has been thresh­ 
ed out before the, supreme court, 
and surely the opinion of that aug­ 
ust body of the finest jurists in the 
country -and 
the most profound 
thinkers of the world is entitled to 
the respect of every law-abiding 
citizen. 
Many persons who buy moonshine 
whisky may not appreciate they are 
violating the law. They Know the 
moonshine maker is not paying any 
revenue to the ’ government and is 
distilling in opposition to the law, 
and they know the bootlegger is 
selling contrary to the daw and if 
apprehended will be punished se­ 
verely, put they do not stop to think 
that they, too, are violating the 
law, perhaps compounding a fel­ 
ony, when they buy. It is time they 
did stop and think. It is time they 
remember that the laws are enact­ 
ed for the observance of all and 
not for those, |nd thqse only, who 
wish ’to obey thim. That is the ar­ 
gument of the bandit, of the high­ 
wayman, of the burglar, of the 
yeggman and of etvery other wilful 
violator of the law. The man who 
buys moonshine whisky puts hin* 
self on a par with all other law* 
breakers and IS no more entitled 
to the continued respect of his fel­ 
low citizens than 1b any other 
breaker.

School Athletics.

MADISON, Wis.,

7.—The 
professional spirit growing within 
as well as without colleges “in com­ 
mercialising competitive football, bas 
ketball and baseball is doing much to 
undermine athletics and unless stop, 
ped is bound to cause serious dam­ 
age to college sport,” Coach T. E. 
Jones, director of athletics at the 
University of Wisconsin said today 
in a statement. 
Coach Jones believes that the 
small colleges which are members 
of no organised conference, news­ 
papers who urge more leniency Mn 
applying the amateur rule, and ex­ 
tended playing schedules beyond the 
regular season are ail working to 
commercialise sport and bring about 
its decline *in colleges. 
“Between amateur 
and 
profes­ 
sional athletics there is a gulf that 
cannot be spanned,” the coach said. 
•'The ideals and ends of the two are 
as far apart as the poles. The ath­ 
lete who chooses one must give up 
the other. 
“If professionalism were to creep 
into college athletics it would rob 
the game of its educational value 
and its ideals leaving no good rea­ 
son for a continued existence of 
these sports. 
Small College Problem. 
“Chief among the Influences work­ 
ing to the detriment of intercolleg­ 
iate activities are those small CDL 
leges which do not belong to any 
organized conference, qffi J have no 
freshman rule, who are free lances 
and play from one end of the coun­ 
try to the other without regard for 
time of schedules. Standard schools 
who schedule these colleges are 
doing much to damage athletics. 
“Some newspapers have done con­ 
siderable damage in trying to mould 
public opinion toward more freedqm 
in amateur sport through permitting 
summer baseball.* Some of these 
papers, 
probably 
unintentionally, 
have caused harm by giving more 
space and prominence to profession­ 
al sport events than to amateur col­ 
lege athletics. 
“There is also the evil of extend­ 
ing football schedules past their 
season .where the commercial idea 
is of course prominent. All of these 
things tend to damage college sport 
in the eyes of the public. 
“To maintain a wholesome inter­ 
est in sport it mt^t be played ac­ 
cording to the established rules, and 
every sport in its season. I be­ 
lieve the Western conference is one 
of the cleanest organizations in the 
country in this respect.”

WE’RE COLD TO REFORMS 
We have not had in our time a Presi­ 
dent who was a business m#n or who 
had close acquaintance with business 
methods. The Chief Executives have, 
for the most part, not been executives 
as that term is now understood. Any­ 
thing but. They regarded the govern­ 
mental machine as one regards a hired 
motor car—a piece of mechanism in 
which to get somewhere, and with no 
thought 
of 
its 
power-transmlsSion 
system or economy of operation. 
Mr. Taft did sense the fact that he 
was at the head of an organisation 
whose activities are almost as varied 
as those of the entire business world. 
Mr. Harding, I believe, shares this 
feeling. 
As Mr. Taft pointed out, this great 
organisation has never been studied 
in detail as one piece of administra­ 
tive mechanism. 
No comprehensive 
effort has been made, until very re­ 
cently, to list its many activities or to 
group them in such a way as to pre­ 
sent a clear picture of what the gov­ 
ernment is doing. 
No satisfactory 
statement has ever behn published of 
the financial transactions of the gov­ 
ernment as a whole. With large in­ 
terests at stake congress and the ex­ 
ecutive have never had all the infor­ 
mation which should be currently 
available if the most intelligent direc­ 
tion is to he given to the daily national 
business. 
Congress, the President and the ad­ 
ministrative officers have be^n at­ 
tempting to discharge their dupes 
without full information as. to the 
agencies through which the work of 
the government Is being performed. 
In the past, services, agencies, bureaus, 
what not, have been created one by 
one as exigencies have seemed to de­ 
mand, with little or no reference to 
any scheme of organization of the gov­ 
ernment as a whole. 
Mr. Taft pointed out all this and 
made an earnest effort to change it 
With what result? Why, just exactly 
none. Congress was cold. The pub­ 
lic—meaning you and me—was colder. 
We didn’t take any interest in the 
project, and therefore congress po­ 
litely yawned it away into the tall 
grass and out of sight Mr. Taft was 
given enough money to employ an effi­ 
ciency and economy commission and 
to make inquiry “into the methods of 
transacting the public business of the 
executive departments and other gov­ 
ernment establishments.*’ 
The inquiry, was made and the 
changes recommended, but nothing 
has ever been done about It 
This 
economy and efficiency commission was 
very conservative and cautions. 
It 
took Mr. Taft’s view that the prob­ 
lem of good administration Is not one 
that can he solved at.one time. It is 
a continuously present one. 
This 
commission, made up of excellent men, 
suggested that the revenue^cutter serv­ 
ice be abolished and its activities be 
taken over by other services. It was 
estimated that by so doing a saving 
of not less than $1,000,000 could be 
made. 
Another report recommended that 
the lighthouse and life-saving services 
be administered by a single bureau in­ 
stead of as at that time, by two bu­ 
reaus located in different departments. 
It was estimated that this consolida­ 
tion would result In a saving of not 
leas than $100,000 yearly. 
The abolition of the returns office of 
the Interior department was recom­ 
mended, at an estimated direct saving 
of about $25,000 a year, in addition 
to a large indirect economy in the 
reduction of work to be performed in 
the several offices. 
The consolidation of the six auditing 
offices of the treasury and the inclu­ 
sion in the auditing system art the 
seven naval officers who audited cus­ 
toms accounts at the principal porta 
was urged. The change was expected 
to produce an immediate saving of at 
least $185,000 yearly. 
From this modest start other changes 
and reforms and savings were to V>e 
made. 
* But we weren’t Interested in the 
high cost of government or the high 
cost of living eleven years ago. Mr. 
Taft didn't get a rise out of us. He 
didn’t (lave much of a pull with con­ 
gress, either, poor man, and all his in­ 
quiry went for nothing aa far as any 
action was concerned. 
He and his commission did bring oat 
and establish. However, certain facts 
and conditions. It was tf trustworthy 
and competent investigation aa far aa 
It went 
That is something to the 
good. 
*

There is a patent disposition in con­ 
gress now to take the whole problem 
of the routine administrative processes 
of the government under consideration 
and see how best to Improve them. 
Whether anything, really worth while 
will come out of it will depend en­ 
tirely on the degree of interest yon 
display. If you will take the trouble 
to show that you know that the na­ 
tional business is mismanaged and 
costs too much, and that yon are tired 
of it, there will be action.

‘According to the constitution of 
the association, every school sys­ 
tem or educational institution in 
the state employing 150 or more 
teachers comprises a local unit of 
the organization. There are 85 of 
these units and aH business of the 
association is carried on by an as­ 
sembly composed of representatives 
of these units. Not all units, how­ 
ever, have representatives, it being 
provided that only 
those 
units 
whish have 70 per cent of their 
members enrolled in the associa­ 
tion can be represented. Each unit 
entitled to a voice in the assem­ 
bly has one representative. 
13,670 Are Members. 
Records at the headquarters of 
the association in the state capital 
here indicate that there are now 
13,670 teachers in the state who 
are members of the state organiza­ 
tion. Inasmuch as 
the 
member­ 
ship totals are figured for the fis­ 
cal year ending July I, rather than 
the calendar year, officials of the 
association expect to record an in­ 
crease 
in 
the 
membership 
over 
these figures before the year’s total 
is announced. Records in the office 
of the s€jcretar£ of state* reveal that 
there afre 14,549 recorded .teachers 
in the state. 
When the education association 
was^ reorganized three years ago 
there wqre 11,000 teachers in the 
state who became members of the 
new association. On July I of last 
year the figure had grown to 12,- 
500. A gain since that 
of 
more) 
than 1000 members has been made. 
According to M. A. Nash, secre­ 
tary of the association, the Okla­ 
homa-organization has mope teach­ 
ers affiliated with it than that of 
any other state, and ranked second 
last year at tne convention of the 
National Education association in 
Des Moines, la., in the precentage 
of teachers in the state enrolled. 
Oklahoma was also ahead of eigh­ 
teen other states in affiliation with 
the national association, he added. 
Mr. Nash announced that railroad 
round-trip rates of onfe and one-half 
fares would be in effect on all rail­ 
roads for the convention.

Speaking of clover here is hpw 
they manage it in Kansas: 
“While on annual leave in Kansas, 
I visited a farmet raising from IOO 
to 150 acres of sweet clover each 
year. He says his method is to sow 
about 15 pounds of seed to ttip acre 
in February or*March on his wheat 
land. He cuts his wheat and pastures 
the sweet clove? that fall and next 
spring castana crop of hay, then 
lets it seed, saves a seed crop, plows 
it up and pots it back to wheat that 
same fall. He says the Increased 
yield of grain following sweet clover 
is worth all it costs and he is build­ 
ing up his land that has been farm­ 
ed for 40 years by this method. 
Last year he had a poor stand on a 
worn out piece of land, 12 acres, 
and it kept 16 cows, 2 heifers and I 
horse all summer, then made a good 
crop of seed besides. Farmers over 
Kansas are spreading straw over 
their wheat land now when they 
have nothing else to do. They ^say. 
it gives good results and pays them 
well in better yields.—Dan Diehl, 
District Agent.”
